, TisitrjBit, uhicn tlie New Zealand Coio- 
pany ill re w mil neatly three jears agu 
to catch victims for the sett lei tie lit uf New 
' Etlinbuftjh, has at length been svatluwcd ; 
and the last accounts from New Zealand 
furnish ut with the infurniatioii, that the 
firsl batch of «uii E r!inl« had already srriired 
*t Olakou. 

This appears but lite coinraeiiecmenl 
of the reneTvsl 0 f emigrMioti iu thai 
■ colony ; since we find the fullowing 
passage in the S'ea Xtalawt Spectator of 
the 1st of March t "Twn ship,, of ,,b Da t 
S00 ton* each, the Philip Lain R and the 
John Wtelcliffe, the former from th* 
" Clyde anil the liller from iliu Thames, 
were adverliaed to sail on the 30<h of 
OtiWber laJl for Otalcutt, with passengers 
and stores. It is expected that 50 cabin 
and 200 male ileerage passengers, n-ith 
their famiiieB, will be Conveyed to the 
atw seltlemerjl in these vessels." 

This piece of intelligence must liave 
been peculiarly gratifying lo the eoTanisls 
in the settlements already formeJ ; gr=ti 
fying, we aay.ljecaHne (he setlleri had a 
right to expect lliatlhsl part of the Wake- 
fieldsytlemuf Colonization which professea 
to teolraliis rather Ihan disperse should 
have heen implicitly follmved in all the 
arrangements uf the Kttv Zealand Com- 
pany, anil that instead cif placing New 
-Edinburgh nearly five degrees of latitude 
fo the sum ft ward uf IVellinalon ttntl 
Nelson, seveu decrees tt> (lie sirtithrtarj of 
New FlymoLiUi, auS uiue degteen tu the 



lonthward of Aackland, (he New Zea- 
land Company should have availed them* 
selves of the Wydtrop Valley, a valley 
replele with the e let tie tits fur lite forma- 
tion of a settlement, and situated by a 
road now in the course of formation and 
nearly completed, within five-aod-thirly 
miles of Wellington, the Company's 
principal settlement, Bui the Wy- 
derop Valley is, we presume, to be 
reserved for other purposes. We remem- 
ber at the time of the proposed furnialion 
of a Scotch settlement, at Otaknn (a 
sectarian scheme which emanated from 
Lhe fertile imagination of 'air, Gioatitt 
Rehnik) that the Church of England 
party in England, who were inteii'sted 
in the colonization of New Zealand, 
fearing that there migftl be a pre- 
ponderance of Scotch influence in 
the colony resolved upon forming a 
Crjmch of England settlement. Olakou 
resembling more nearly than the Wy- 
dcrap the climate of the Highlands of 
Scotland was selected for New lid in burgh, 
wiilst the Wyderop Valley was the lo- 
cality inltnded for the oppoiilitin settle- 
meet. 

The proposal to form the Church of 
England tetllement, however, appears lo 
have been abandoned, and tve think \ety 
wiselyloo. Sectarian stHlementsshould 
be studiously avoided. If a Scotch set- 
tlement had been formed at Olakou, and 
a Church of England settlement in lhe 
Wyderop, (tie New Zealand Company 
would in all probability, when the lands 
in these settlements had become a drug in 
the market, pander lo Lhe appetites of lhe 
public, by trying to establish Protestant 
Irish and Catholic Irish settlements, the 
result of which might tell seriously on the 
conks of the Hibernian settlers. 

The Church of England settlement, 
however, if not abandoned is postponed, 
and therefore it ought to have heen a pri- 
mary consideration with the New Zea- 
land Company to have placed the Scotch 
settlement, as near as circumstances would 
have allowed, to the settlements already 
formed ; and lhe assimilation of the cli- 
mate of Otakou to that of the Highlands 
ought to have had no weight with the 
Company in determining the question, 
more particularly as the advantages de- 
rivcable fiom being located: ill the Wy- 
derop Valley, so near to Port Nicholson, 
would more than compensate for the 
isolated posit ton in which the settlers will 
be placed at Otakou. 

We will admit, that at Otakou, the 
settlers are not so likely tn be molested by 
the natives as at the other settlements 
since lhe returns show that lhe middle 
island is much more thinly peopled than 
lhe northern ; and from the fact of lhe 
aborigines being of a. more peaceable dis- 
position in lhe neigh bo uthoad uf Olakou 
than in the northern island, they mny 
avoid collision with the settlers. Still 
disturbances may arise, and blood may he 
shed; and from the distance of Otakou 
from Cook's Straits and Auckland, lhe 
settlers may all be massacred before assist- 
ance could by any possibility arrive. If 
on the contrary the settlement bad heen 
formed at the Wyderop Valley, the new 
settlement and Wellington would have 
afforded a mutual protection, and the 
pettier^ at Port Nicholson who have heen 
ruined by the neglect and indifference 
with which they have been treated by the 
Company, might have hail some prospect 
before them of retrieving their shade ted 
fortunes. 

The destruction and' dispersion of lhe 
pretty village of Wunganiti, situated on 
the coast, about rnithvuy between Wel- 
lington and New Plymouth, after a strug- 
gling existence of siJtc , or seven years, 
ought to have operated strongly un tlie 
minds of the directors of the New Zealand 
Company in their selection of a site for 
the Scotch sell lenient. The presence of 
troops, and the organization ^ ,& militia 
at Wellington, had no effect in curuieig 
H»hoiiuma'h thirst for hlood, arid this 
uncompromising and ■ ruel chief has been 
the means of driving -v.yav * v ery settler 
from Wonganui. a settlement, formerly 
characterised as the Italian garden uf 
New Zealand, in which corn was pro- 
duced, mills were being erected, and to 
hirh regular coasters traded . hut whose 
only occupants at presenL are imops wait- 
ing for. an opportunity to capture tlie 
chief to whom all this mischief is nlLri- 
billable. 

But the placing Otakou so far from 
Cook's Straits is nut the only cause of 
hich the settlers in Wellington and 
Nelson have to complain. Announce- 
ments In the January London papers 
would lead us to the inference that the 
communication from London to Otakou 
is to be direct. Now in justice to the 
settlers iu Cook's Straits we must look 
upon this arrangement as a greni (mid- 
ship to them. Vessels arrive so irregu- 
larly and su seldom from England direct, 
that the Company should have permitted 
these vessels to have touched al Port 
Nicholson or Nelson, or both, and landed 
the mails on her way to Otakou. The 
distance would hardly if at all havr been 
increased, and the advantages: .to the 
merchants of Wellington and Nelson 
should not have been disregarded^ They 
would then have had their consignments 
direct instead of running the risk of 
transhipment at Otakott with the contin- 
gencies or a voyage in .1 small toasting! 
vessel from thence to Cook's Straits. The 
interest of the mercantile community 
already established ought to h.ire been 
consulted; and this circumstance alone 
is a signal act of injustice on the part of 
the Corqpany, shewing as tldurs thai they 
are offering eveiy inducement to emi- 
grate to Otakou at the expense of their 
other settlements. 

That the New Zeal and Company should 
•ver have found people so easily duped as 
the etui grants who hut proceeded lo t'la- 
kou have been, is a matterof astonishment 
tn us, after the innumerable exposures of 
their imbecile and ineffective system of 
colonization. The delusion practised in 
England by the Company, usic-n the pub- 
lic, qannol lost much lander. It may ei- 
ist until the loan which the t'ompany has 
received from the Government is exhausted, 
and Ihen it is to be hoped that all further 
assistance from lhe Government will be 
refused ; and that IJie, colonisation of New 
Zealand will he transferred to hands moie 
capable of conducting its management 
■fun (Jib haughty Directors uf Hi oa<l-jtr<«t 



ARE TTTE INTERIOR WATERS OF AUS- 
TRALIA NAVIGABLE? 
No. V, — Rirei Muubat. 
(Stiu-l'sVoyasc.) 
Thk Murray has alwaya received, and has 
generally maintained lhe character of the 
most majestic uf Australian rivers, and 
it seems well entitled to consideration on 
many accounts; especially a3 offering lhe 
greatest prospect of supplying a 'navigable 
com mimical ion between lhe province of 
New South Wales and the South Aus- 
tralian territory. Aa our previous evi- 
dence on lhe other rivers of New South 
Wales has been collected from the records 
of lhe exploring expeditions sent oul ftum 
time to time to investigate the physical 
conditions of llie interior, so in this con- 
tinuation of the subject, tve shall seek 
from the same authentic sources, the testi- 
mony which we require uu the present oo- 
cuuuit, relying on the patriotic spitit of 
such persons as may be able to furui*h 
additional or corrective details, to offer any 
needful supplementary observations. 

Captain Sturt slates (lie medium width 
of the Hurray at or near its junctiun with 
the Murrumhidgee lo he 35'1 feet, with a 
depth of from 12 to 20 feel, (ii. 86.) Sit 
T L. ftJiTCiiKLt,, ai before stated, makes ii 
lesyardshroad^OSfet^atthespntwher* 
he reached it. (ii 00.) 

Below this spot, says Captain Sturt, 
"its breadth varied from 150 to 200 
yards, and only in one place, where a 
reef of iron-stone stretched nearly acniss 
from the left bank, so as to contract lhe 
channel neat the right, and to form a 
considerable rapid, was there any nppa 
rent obstruction lo our navigatiun " 
fp, 80.) As he descended the stream, 
" its reaches were of noble breadth, and 
splendid appearance. Its current was 
stronger, and it was frd by numerous 
springs. Rocks, however, were metre 
frequent in its bed, and tn ties placet al- 
moit farmed a inrrier actoss the channel, 
leaving but a narrow space for the boats 
to go clown." (p. 92.} Sand hanks un 
usually extensive and solid, and vast ac. 
cvjmlllnliuns of sand at the mouths of 
creeks were frequently noticed, (Jo.) 
Two days after, having passed through a 
country apparently desert, a riauyeiam 
rapid occurred, the passage of which was 
attended by considerable risk, owing to 
the position of the rocks nnd the rapidity 
of the current, (p 98.) Aboul lhe 
junction of the Darling, previously no- 
ticed, there were accumulations of sand 
and much drift timber. (p. 113) Nume- 
rous reaches occuried, where the increased 
velocity af:lhe river indicated a.co i;ider- 
able fill, (p, IIS.)

Passing a rocky 
island, a channel half a mile wide was 
struck, (p. 165.) ts'hoals and mud flats 
now prevented access tu the sea (p tfic>);

over them , and this occurred again and 
again, (p. 170.) Captain SiTuai says it 
would not have been difficult, except fur 
the truiok-sauds and softness of the innd 
to hate walked over the. channel, (p. 17 I.) 

Allseemstoehew.thatLakeAlfiandiiiia 
is fast filling up with alluvial ilppusiti. and 
that there is no regular or practicable uut- 
let io the sea. And "tlie mouth of the 



channel is defended by a double line of 
breakers^ nrnidst which it would he dan 
gerouf to venture, except in calm and 
summer weather ; and the Ifne of foam is 
unbroken from one end of Hncounter Bay- 
to lhe other." (p. 175.) 

On the return vp the river, it was 
found to have fallen more than a foot, and 
the buat find tn be dragged over several 
shallow places, where before there had 
been sufficient water, (p. iSfi ) Shoals 
and rapids and sand-banks uf amazing 
site uow appeared in abundance, " and 
the annoyance of dragging the boat over 
these occasional bars, was very great." 
IP- 18B) 

Captain SruRT observes, that " the cur- 
rent in the Murray from the lake lo with- 
in a short distance * of the Parting 1 is 
weak, since its bed is almost on a level 
with the Jake, The channel, which, al 
the termination, is somewhat more than 
a, third of a mile across, gradually dimi- 
nishes in breadth, u the Interior ii gained, 
but is no where tinder 300 yards; while 
its depth averages from 10 10 30 feet, 
within a feat of ihe very bank, The 
rivtr might, therefore, be nanigatcd by 
hoat* uf amtiderahte burden, if the lake 
admtttrd of the tame futility ; but I sia 
decidedly of opinion thai tlie latter it 
generally ikaUois, and that it aid, in 
the eaurte of ytart, he filed up Itj 
depositions. It ft nof, however, an 
tJttitarij in any sense of the word, 
since no port of it is exposed at tow water, 
except the flats, in the channel, and the 
flat between the lake and the sea " (p.

The gTeat rapid near the Darling Was 
found impracticable, and could only be 
accomplished by the greatest patience, la- 
hour, and perseverance, and by the aid of 
the blacks, (p. 201.) Arrived at the 
Murruinbtdgee, a voyage to and from of 
1500 miles, was thus accomplished ^and 
befnre the voyage was completed the dis- 
tance amounted W- 2000 miles, (p, 215.) 
Incidentally it may be stated here, lhat 
" the intricate navigation of the Murrutn* 
it'Jjee" was found "WJfwttefy more aJAt- 
treating than the hard pulling up the open 
reaeAea of the Murray," for the boat was 
obliged to be hauled up " between nuuidei'- 
few trunks of trttt, an operation that ex- 
hautted the men much mire thnti taming.
